It was truly remarked by the immortal J ferson, that “in 
every country, aid in every age, the priest he been hostile to 
liberty. He is nlwaysin allianee with the despot—abetting 
his abuses in retura for protection to his own.” 

Ja no instance has the saying of this great man been more 
strikingly verified than in the bitter and unrelenting persecu- 
tion of Mr. Paine by kings and priests. Inveterate enemies to 
the liberties of the human race, these privileged orders could 
never forgive the man who had done so much to unveil their 
koavery andhypocrisy. While alive, regal and priestly influ- 
ence leagued together for bis destruction; and even the silent 
tomb was not sufficient to shield his name from the enveaomed 
shafts whieh these despots levelled against it. 





So p>werful has been their influence, that, at one period, no 
man could approbate his writings, or even lisp his name with 
praise, without being made to feel the rancor of a bewildered 
multitude, who had been rendered as ferocious as the tiger by 
the pulpit harangues of their spiritual guides against the prin- 
ciples of Mr. Painc. All his works were, in consequence, sup- 
pressed ; and if any one ventured to give them circulation, the | 
harpies of the law were let loose, and fine and imprisonment | 
followed as a matter of couree. 

This state of things, however, was not to continue always. 
The benevolent principles advocated by Mr. Paine had taken 
deep root in the minds of thousands, and it was impossible for 
Keven the utmost terrors of the law could 
On the eontrary, thew had the ef-et of 
and emboldened | 


them to retrograde, 
notretard their mare. 
increasing the ranke of the liberal minded; 
them, both in thie country and in Great Britain, to manifest 
the'eregard for the memory of Mr. Paine by publicly eelebra- 
tog the anniversary of his birthday, 

The first of these eclebrations took place in New York, in 
the year 1825. This was sixteen years after the death of Mr. 
Paine, whieh happened on the Sth June, 1809, at the advar ced 
ag: of 72. The example set here was followed in London, 
and otver cities; and sinse then this anniversary ins been re- 
gularly observed. At first, a few only of the friends of Mr. 
Paine united in paying this tribute to his memory. Every 
yeor, however, has not only added to the number of the indi- |
